general board, if the peace treaty is 
not ratified at this session of Con­ 
gress. 
Withholding

recommenda­ 
tions, however, the Secretary added 
that if this country in the end re 
jected membership in the League of 
Nations, he would feel it necessary 
to renew his recommendations for 
another year program of construc­ 
tion. 
Re-iterating his statement of last 
year that we must have a league of 
Nations by which every nation will 
help preserve the peace of the world 
without competitive naval construc­ 
tion, or we must have incomparably 
the biggest navy in the world.

Daniels declared there was “no mid­ 
dle ground.” 
The program which 
the Secretary recommended be au­ 
thorized in the event the treaty is 
not ratified, agreed with the gen­ 
eral board’s proposal to two battle­ 
ships and one cruiser, but added 
to that proposal some light cruisers 
and fourteen flotilla leaders or sub­ 
destroyers. 
No light cruisers and 
only six sub-destroyers were recom­ 
mended by the board. 
“The question for you to decide,”

C. A. Spen­ 
cer, on whose farm it stands, and 
who for many years has occupied it 
as his famUy residence, will sup­ 
plant it with a modern farm home. 
The mission was the “cradle of 
The Catholic Church in Kansas”, the 
I forerunner of the present Catholic 
educational center at St. 
Marys, 
Kas. It was built by Fathers Felix 
Van Quickenborne 
and 
Christian 
Hoecken, Jesuit missionaries, soon 
after the Kickapoo and Pottawat­ 
omie Indians settled in that vicinity 
in the early '30s. These two Jesuit 
missionaries figured prominently in 
the early advancement of the Catho 
lie church in the west, and by many 
it is claimed that Father Van Quick­ 
enborne was the 
“Black 
Robe 
Chief” of Longfellow’s “Evangeline." 
The old mission was built of im­ 
mense native walnut 
logs, 
hewn 
square, notched at the ends and 
fastened together with wooden pegs. 
The walnut still is considered val­ 
uable for it is in a perfect state of 
preservation and so thorough was 
the workmanship of the builders 
that the building was in a good 
state of repair up to the time work­ 
men recently began to raze it. 
After its days. o f usefulness as 
an Indian mission had passed, the 
old building was used as a hotel in 
1854, under proprietorship of a man 
named Hayes.

first to be expressed by a former 
soldier, was asserted yesterday be­ 
fore the house ways and means 
committee by W alter W. Burns of 
Green Point, N. Y. a former artil­ 
lery captain. 
A “money hand out” to the ex- 
service men,” he said “would be 
simply thrown away.' 
Practically no former sbldiers or 
sailors 
are 
without 
employment, 
Burns said, adding “that most of 
them do no know the effect the 
payment of a bonus would have. 
Outstanding 
government 
obliga­ 
tions would depreciate if a bond is­ 
sue was authorized,” he said. "All 
soldiers would take a money grant 
if congress authorized it,” he told 
the committee. Representative Rain­ 
ey, democrat of Illinois, replied that 
this was true even of members of 
congress “who talk and vote against 
salaries and mileage allotments but 
always take the money.” 
Burns contended that the satisfac­ 
tion of having fought to defend 
the country was sufficient award. 
“If the war had continued two 
weeks more, every American soldier 
would have been so tickled they 
would nbt want any bonus,” he 
added. 
Representative Gamer, democrat, 
of Texas, said not a former service 
man in his district had written in 
favor of the proposed financial re­ 
lief. 
“They don’t know you are in con­ 
gress, then,” a representative of a 
soldier organization seated in the 
committee room 
interjected. 
Even the American Legion is di­ 


vided on the question, Burns said, 
adding that he was a member of 
that organization and talked with 
many others opposed to the legion’s 
plans, 
those who need 
a bonus 
would squander it and those who 
don’t need it would put it in a 
bank ,he argued. 
Reclamation of arid lands in the 
west and south with preferential 
right to all former service men 
to entry on existing drained public 
lands was urged by a delegation 
headed by Representative Smith, re­ 
publican of Idaho.
